Report  of 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Pitzwilliam : — 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report,  the  sixteenth 
annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools.

An  analysis  of  the  above  table  will  reveal  a  falling  oft'  in 
the  high  school,  a  moderate  increase  in  the  village  grammar, 
due  to  taking  the  eighth  grade  from  the  high  school  and 
putting  it  back  into  the  grade  room,  and  a  very  noticeable 
increase  in  both  rooms  of  the  Columbian  school.     Elsewhere 
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in  this  report  to  you  I  shall  have  more  to  say  regarding:  the 
high  school  and  its  enrollment.  Looking  at  the  general  show- 
ing of  all  schools,  I  consider  it  very  favorable  and  gratifying, 
a  net  increase  of  nineteen  pupils,  which  must  mean  a  growing- 
population  and  industrial  prosperity  for  the  town. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

As  you  are  aware  the  townspeople  voted  to  extend  the 
length  of  the  high  school  course  to  three  years,  this  arrange- 
ment to  begin  in  September,  1915.  However,  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  offer  the  three  years'  course  because  there  were 
no  pupils  registered  in  the  junior  year  at  that  time.  Your 
superintendent  has  talked  with  some  of  the  townspeople  about 
the  causes  for  the  decreased  registration  in  the  high  school. 
In  many  instances  he  has  seen  the  scholars  themselves  to  inves- 
tigate at  first  hand  any  difficulties  or  short-comings  of  the 
high  school.  He  has  found  several  causes  to  account  for  the 
smaller  registration,  but  the  main  causes  are  the  parents'  lack 
of  resources,  lack  of  transportation,  and  removal  of  families. 
Some  scholars  frankly  admit  that  when  they  reach  the  wage- 
earning  age  their  parents  demand  their  help  at  home  or  their 
self-support.  Fitzwilliam  with  its  scattered  farms  makes  the 
transportation  feature  an  unusual  one.  Three  or  possibly 
four  children  would  have  continued  their  higher  schooling 
provided  they  had  lived  within  easy  or  possible  walking  dis- 
tance of  the  high  school.  Removal  of  families  or  of  children 
to  other  towns  took  three  of  our  pupils. 

In  spite  of  this  loss  of  eight  scholars  from  the  high  school 
I  see  no  particular  cause  for  pessimism.  With  the  help  of  the 
grade  teachers  and  scholars  I  have  tried  to  determine  the 
membership  of  the  high  school  for  the  school  year  1916-1917. 
I  find  that  in  all  probability  there  will  be  twenty-two  high 
school  pupils — ten  freshmen,  three  sophomores  and  nine 
juniors.  And  if  you  take  into  consideration  that  there  are 
grade  classes  of  from  twenty-tAvo  to  twenty-five  (see  enroll- 
ment table)  "walking  up"  through  the  grades  every  year  for 
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the  next  seven  years,  our  concern  in  the  fnture  may  not  be 
with  too  small  bnt  rather  with  too  large  a  registration. 

During  the  year  chemistry  and  forge  work  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  subjects  taught.  Considerable  chemical 
apparatus  and  a  quantity  of  chemicals  have  been  added  to 
the  high  school  equipment.  A  forge,  bellows,  anvil  and  tools 
were  bought  for  use  by  the  boys  in  the  agricultural  course  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  New  Hampshire  Course  of 
Study  for  Secondary  Schools. 

IDEAL  SCHOOL 

Many  schemes  have  come  to  my  mind  for  better  educa- 
tional advantages  for  Fitzwilliam  children,  but  none  so  often 
and  so  appealingiy  as  the  need  of  a  new  building  situated 
midway  between  the  Village  and  the  Depot  to  accommodate 
the  higher  grades  and  the  high  school,  leaving  the  lower 
grades  in  the  buildings  now  so  equipped.  I  do  not  say  such 
a  building  is  a  necessity,  nor  would  I  think  of  asking  people 
already  taxing  themselves  generously  for  the  education  of 
their  children  to  undertake  such  an  expensive  work,  but  I  note 
this  in  my  report  to  you  in  the  hope  that  some  person  abund- 
antly provided  for  in  the  world's  goods  might  build  and 
endow  such  an  institution  to  his  everlasting  credit  and  honor, 
and  might  make  your  superintendent's  wish  an  actuality 
rather  than  a  dream. 

TEACHERS 

We  have  this  year  onh^  three  new  teachers,  all  of  the 
remaining  five  returning  for  another  year.  ^Ir.  Henry  A. 
King,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine  with  a  degree  of 
B.  S.,  was  engaged  to  succeed  Mr.  Chase  as  principal  of  the 
high  school.  Miss  May  Dudley,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal 
School,  and  ]\Iiss  Helen  A.  Forbes,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg 
Normal  School,  were  selected  to  fill  the  other  two  vacancies. 
While  it  is  somewhat  unusual  for  me  to  make  special  com- 
ment on  teachers  and  their  work,  I  cannot  refrain  this  year 
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from  saying  that  the  town  has  a  very  superior  teaching  force, 
judged  from  the  standpoints  of  education,  experience,  and 
success.  This  favorable  criticism  is  not  based  on  my  own 
observation  and  judgment  alone,  but  in  many  cases  it  is  the 
voluntary  admission  of  visiting  teachers  and  schoolmen. 

REPAIRS 

During  the  school  year  some  very  necessary  repairs  were 
made  on  the  Depot  school,  making  a  much  more  attractive 
school  home  for  the  pupils  and  better  working  quarters  for 
the  teachers. 

The  State  Line  schoolhouse  needs  new  windows,  a  new 
stove,  and  some  repairs  to  the  out-buildings. 

Permit  me  in  closing  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  board 
for  courteous  attention  and  treatment.

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
apply  for  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  high- 
ways, raise  money  therefor,  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authoi-i/e  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  lighting  the  streets  at  Fitzwiiliam  Depot  and  Village  and 
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Town  Hall,  extend  the  lights  to  other  streets  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  same. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  from  the 
road  agents'  district  sections  of  the  main  road  from  Troy  to 
State  Line  and  instruct  the  selectmen  to  arrange  with  the 
State  Highway  Department  to  maintain  said  sections  of  road 
under  the  state  patrol  system  and  appropriate  or  set  aside 
from  the  amount  raised  for  highway  work  the  sum  of  $225 
for  this  purpose. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise*  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  to  improve  the  unused  part  of  the 
cemetery  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  $200  to  improve  the  present  used  ceme- 
tery or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  complete  the  new 
Monadnock  road  and  take  action  relating  to  raising  money  for 
this  purpose. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  concerts  by  the  Fitzwilliam  Band, 
said  concerts  to  be  equally  divided  between  Fitzwilliam  Vil- 
lage and  the  Depot  Village. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  March  meeting  of  1887  whereby  it  was  voted  to 
allow  a  five  per  cent,  discount  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before 
•July  5th. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
.of  three  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  except  poll  and  moth  taxes 
which  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  July  5th. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $125  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  special  town  meeting  May,  1914,  whereby  the 
school  board  was  given  the  Grand  Army  room  (so  called)  for 
:School  purposes. 
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Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Municipal  Court  in  this  town. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  tow^n  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $300  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
Fitzwilliam  Town  Library. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  pay  the  Victoria  Granite  Company  for  the  shovels 
borrowed  at  the  Ang-ier  fire  and  not  returned. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  for  one  or  more 
than  one  road  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200  to  prosecute  illegal  liquor  sales. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  w^ll  instruct  the  superin- 
tendent of  cemetery  to  purchase  a  lowering  device  to  use  in 
cemetery,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $60,  to  raise  money  there- 
for or  act  thereon. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  refund  the  excess 
tax  paid  by  the  Cheshire  Stone  Concern  in  error  for  the 
year  1914. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $80  to  paint  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Library 
Building. 

Art.  28.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Day. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  w411  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $300  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  electric  light 
service  between  the  Village  and  the  Depot,  or  take  any 
action  thereto. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  amount  of  $1350  to  buy  a  chemical  fire  engine  mounted 
on  automobile  chassis  and  take  any  action  on  the  subject. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  exchange  quitclaim  deeds  with  persons  owning 
property  adjoining  the  town  hall  lot  so  that  the  line  of  owner- 
ship between  said  properties  may  become  a  matter  of  record. 

Art.  32.  'J'o  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  authorize  the 
iselectmen   to   borrow   money   on    the   notes   of   the   town,   the 
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interest  not  to  exceed  4|%  and  exempt  the  same  from  taxation. 
Art.  33.  To  choose  delegates  at  large,  alternate  delegates 
at  large,  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  national 
conventions  of  the  various  political  parties  to  be  held  to  nomi- 
nate party  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States. 

Art.  34.  To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.
